Response to Amendment

objections of claims 1-4 and 6-9 have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 6-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject 
matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. With regards to independent claims 1 , 10 and 1 1 , the prior art does 
not disclose or render obvious "a valve actuating element" in combination with the other 
limitations of the independent claims.
